George R. Pimlott of San An­ 
selmo has been on the Golden 
irate Bridge for 35 years — not 
stuck in a traffic jam, but work­ 
ing as an electrician. 


* Next Monday, one day be­ 
fore his 89th birthday, he will 
retire from the job he has 
held for more than half of his 
life. That will leave only one 
other man from the original 
bridge construction crew still 
working, maintenance super­ 
intendent 
R. E. Mullins of 
Corte Madera. 


Mathematicians with a bent 
for history may wonder how 
Pimlott managed to work since 
1935 on a bridge that opened on 
May 27.

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Thanks Due Marin 
For Playing Fair On 
Boards 
Debts 
Governing boards of Marin County 
and its cities, past and present, are 
due the thanks of the county's tax­ 
payers for playing fair in accruing 
public debts. 
We say this because of a recent re­ 
port by the California Taxpayers’ As­ 
sociation showing that Marin is one of a 
minority of counties in which there is 
n o outstanding lease-purchase or 
joint-powers debt of cities or county. 
STATEWIDE, according to figures 
drawn by the taxpayers group from 
those filed with the state government 
tfor the first time, under a reporting 
law e n a c t e d three years ago), lease- 
p u r c h a s e obligations of cities and 
counties as of June 30 totaled $840,- 
313.745. 1) e b t s under joint-powers 
agreements t o t a l l e d $182,121,798. 
This made the t o t a l under both of 
these methods — neither of which re­ 
quires voter approval— about $1.2 bil­ 
lion. The total debt of c i t i e s and 
c o u n t i e s incurred through voter- 
approved general obligation bonds was 
$276,855,258 — or less than a fourth 
that which had been put upon the tax­ 
payers without their authorization. 
The public debts of Marin County 
and its cities were listed as totaling 
$4,054,194. But all of this was in gen­ 
eral obligation bonds. 
Of 26 counties whose debts were 
listed by the taxpayer association, only 
eight had no obligation incurred with­ 
out voter approval. In all but one of the 
others, such debts e x c e e d e d those 
which the voters had authorized. 
Some of the figures are startling. 
LOS ANGELES COUNTY and its 
cities, with over half the total debt of 
all cities and counties in California, 
owed $424,217,966 on lease-purchase 
contracts, $82,261,798 incurred under 


joint-powers agreements, and o n l y 
$13,895,953 in bond issues authorized 
by the voters. 
Among the counties where the "es­ 
cape route" of lease-purchase deals 
has been taken to avoid voter turn- 
downs of bond i s s u e s is Sonoma 
County. As of June 30. it and its cities 
owed $6,623,540 under such arrange* 
m e n t s and only $819,354 in voter- 
approved bonds, the t a b u l a t i o n 
showed. 
LEASE-PURCHASE is the familiar 
installment buying plan applied to gov­ 
ernments. Since a governing body can­ 
not i n c u r debt upon its successors 
without voter approval, it arranges for 
a ‘‘non-profit corporation” to build or 
buy what it wants, then leases back the 
facility with the lease payments apply­ 
ing to the purchase price. Financing 
costs are much higher than for bond 
issues. 
Under a joint-powers agreement, 
two or more public agencies enter into 
a joint arrangement to build or buy, 
with payment to be made through rev­ 
enue bonds — with the revenue often 
coming from taxes. Again, costs are 
higher than for g e n e r a l obligation 
bonds. 
SAN A N S E L M O is one city in 
Marin that has used the lease-purchase 
system. It did so to build a second fire- 
house and to acquire the Sorich Park 
acreage. But both of these have been 
paid off — through taxes. 
Except for that lapse, Marin's city 
councils and its county board of super­ 
visors have played fair with the tax­ 
payers, avoiding debts which add to 
the tax rate without asking the voters 
to authorize a bond issue. 
All of us should be grateful that 
they have done so.

The assemblyman s a y s 
there is justification for a plan 
which would guarantee work­ 
ers a fair, secret election to 
choose whether or not they 
want a union, and which union 
they prefer, and at the same 
time, would grant some pro­ 
tection to growers, and thecon- 
suming public, which gets hurt 
the hardest in jurisdictional 
disputes. 
Perishable crops may rot on 
the ground while unions quib­ 
ble about who’s going to col­ 
lect the dues, and the public 
can't buy what it wants in the 
market place. 


I write regarding a problem 
that I share, or should share, 
with every sane American.

Your public 
servants are to be commended 
. . . I' thank them, even from, 
this far away location, for 
their devotion to their duty, 
for had these fewr butchers 
succeeded in their escape and 
their violation of a court of 
law, I fear many o t h e r s, 
across our land, would try to' 
follow their example . . .

Thousands of dollars have 
been spent on this one family, 
so I feel that the small sum of 
$27.50 to pay for the service to 
clear up a condition that was 
created by them is very little 
to ask. 
How a family where both the 
husband and wife are working 
at a job paying an average 
salary can qualify for federal 
leased housing or another 
give-away program, is beyond 
me.

NEW YORK - The long, 
difficult — perhaps impossible 
— process of unraveling the 
M i d d l e East tangle begins 
here this week. Any of a thou­ 
sand and one accidents can 
blow up the Israeli-Arab talks, 
and yet an undercurrent of 
hope is part of the atmosphere 
as the two sides prepare to 
meet. 
It is hope if only because so 
much turns on this encounter. 
If a Middle East settlement is 
eventually achieved within the 
framework of the United Na­ 
tions, the world organization 
will be greatly strengthened. If 
the talks fail, the sagging sta­ 
tus of the U.N. as a, peace­ 
keeping agency will be dealt 
another blow. In the great 
glass hive on the East River, 
it will be hardly more than an 
international bureaucracy per­ 
forming certain housekeeping 
chores on the periphery of the 
world scene, 
ON ANOTHER and equally 
important level, the peace ini­ 
tiative launched by the Nixon 
administration is a test of the 
world climate. The belief has 
grown for some time that the 
Soviet Union wants to damp 
down the cold war and find a 
base for coexistence with the 
West. Motives are mixed, with 
the cloud of Red. China and. its 
700 million people and the ca­ 
pacity to fire a rocket with an 
H-bomb warhead foremost. 
Moscow’s interest in coexist­ 
ence may be an illusion. But 
officials both in Washington 
and. the U.N. are convinced, 
that the Russians want, to 
avoid a confrontation in the 
Middle East that could lead to 
a showdown. Should the two 
super-powers, standing c a u- 
tiously in the background, ex­ 
ert their influence for success 
in the talks, it will be taken as 
funher evidence of the desire 
to ease tensions everywhere. 
THE MAN in the middle of 
the seesaw in all this is a dip­ 
lomat of great skill and. essen­ 
tials of caution and strict im­ 
partiality. As the United Na­ 
tions mediator, Gunnar Jar­ 
ring knows more about the 
Middle East dispute than most 
of the principals. He went 


through it once before, moving 
about the Middle East capitals 
as peace-maker with a persist­ 
ence in the face of repeated 
rebuffs that brought him close 
to physical exhaustion. 
It, will take the patience of 
Job and the self-effacement of 
a saint. These are qualities 
Jarring h a s demonstrated 
again and again during his ca­ 
reer. 
ONE FACTOR western dip­ 
lomats count. sol,id.Iy on the 
side of success. That is the 
conviction that Egypt’s Presi­ 
dent Gamal Abdel N a s s e r 
wants peace. A strong motiva­ 
tion, according to informed 
sources, is Nasser’s desire to 
get rid of the 10.000 or more 
Russian technicians and pilots 
in Egypt and, in effect, to re­ 
gain his independence. 
These same knowledgeable 
sources believe the interpreta­ 
tion widely put on Nasser's 
19-day stay in Moscow just be­ 
fore Egyptian acceptance of 
the peace proposal was incor­ 
rect. He was reported to have 
had his arm twisted by his 
Russian partner determined to 
bring him to the peace table. 
In any event, Nasser took 
the step that brought down the 
hostility of Syria. Iraq and 
c o m m a n d o units and their 
leaders so powerful in Jordan. 
This, fierce hostility, growing 
out of the passion of tne dis­ 
placed Palestinians and the 
three wars in which Israel 
triumphed, poses a continuing 
threat that can shatter the 
talks even before they get off 
the ground. 
ON THE OTHER side of the 
balance sheet is the quiet in­ 
fluence of the American who 
has had most to do with bring­ 
ing about the Middle East 
talks. Sec. of State William, P. 
Rogers gets the highest marks 
here for engineering the peace 
initiative. He a c h i e v e d the 
seemingly impossible in per­ 
suading the Arabs of his sin­ 
cerity. At the same time, be- 
g i n n i n g with his "even- 
handed’’ speech of last Decem­ 
ber, he has constantly tried to 
r e a s s u r e Israel that there 
would be no change in the bal­ 
ance of military power.

What’s sauce for the goose, 
runs an. old saying, is sauce 
for the gander. 
It could turn out to be a 
painful truth about the so- 
called womens rights amend­ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution 
to which the House of Repre­ 
sentatives has g i v e n what 
might be termed snap endorse­ 
ment. The suspicion is dawn­ 
ing in many quarters that un­ 
der the proposal the fair sex 
might gain equality and lose 
protection. They’re not so sure 
that the net result of that is on 
the plus side. 
The subject is a mighty 
touchy one for a mere male to 
expound upon, of course. He’s 
probably biased to start, with 
and bigoted to end with. But it 
does seem that Congress, iif 
the Senate follows the House 
lead i is going on record in fa­ 
vor of a constitutional amend­ 
ment ■without a very clear 
grasp of what it might mean. 
IN ALL SERIOUSNESS, it 
seems to be by its very nature 
a sword that can cut both 
ways. If it extends to women 
such privileges as are accord­ 
ed to men, one must not forget 
that it must extend to men the 
privileges accorded to women. 
Do we hear some bass-voiced 
huzzahs, for instance, on not­ 
ing that wives might find 
themselves liable to pay ali­ 
mony to a. wronged, husband? 
Or be held equally responsible 
for the support of children in a 
broken home? 
How about the draft? May 
the courts not rule that she is 
subject equally with the man? 
There’s ample modem prece­ 
dent for that, of course, nota­ 
bly as in Israel. But is that 
what the gals really want out 
of the amendment? 
BUT THESE are incidents,. 
It must be recognized, that 
there is a w'hole broad spec- 
t r u m of possibilities. How 
would it affect the myriad 
laws among the states in such 
matters as child custody, fam­ 
ily relationships, divorce., sep­ 
aration. age of consent, bas­ 
tardy and so on 
Furthermore, the man. if 
present, traditionally has been 
head of the house and society 
has imposed upon him. and 
him alone, sole family respon­ 
sibilities and public responsi­ 
bilities of the most fundamen­ 
tal nature. How good is the 


gamble that the courts will not 
hold that the amendment, if it 
becomes law, releases him 
from this unique role? True, 
there may be major erosions 
already in some phases of pub­ 
lic welfare, but they're not the 
national pattern. 
A BIG T H R U S T of the 
amendment, it is recognized, 
is its aim of ending discrimi­ 
nation against women in em­ 
ployment. Whether this partic­ 
ular amendment is the best 
way to do that may be open to 
very serious thought. 
Women of more militant 
temperament who have been 
pushing the amendment drive 
successfully so far claim that 
30 million women now working 
desire equality more than pro­ 
tection, and this is the wav to 
get it. 
Maybe so. Maybe so. Few 
persons would deny that there 
has been assorted discrimina­ 
tion. But the gals are likely to 
find that they can’t have their 
cake and eat it too. 
WE W O U L D HOPE that 
they, and the legislatures to 
which the proposal appears 
headed, will put in a lot more 
consideration than the amaz­ 
ing one hour of ordinary de­ 
bate which the House used be­ 
fore (pardon the expression) 
passing the buck. 
We are not saying that nega­ 
tive action should be taken. 
We are saying that much at­ 
tention should be devoted to 
trying to see what the losses 
as well as the gains might be; 
and to exploring if there are 
alternate feasibilities with a 
higher yield ratio.

Marin EOC To Conduct Business 


Since Its inception five years 
ago, the Marin County Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity Council — 
the county's official antipover­ 
ty agency — has struggled 
with operational woes. 
Staff turnover has been high 
and policy and program guid­ 
ance from EOC directors has 
been weak. 
Coupled with these difficul­ 
ties is a mind-boggling flow of 
revisions in federal programs 
and policies into the EOC of­ 
fice in San Rafael. 
The result is chaos, and staff 
members quit in frustration 
over federal restrictions and 
over intra-office disputes and 
lack of coordination. 


THE MOST outward sign of 
trouble, however, is the con­ 
duct of meetings of EOC di­ 
rectors, Because many of the 
members lack experience in 
parliamentary procedure and 
training in the goals and op­ 
erations of the federal antipov­ 
erty ,effort, sessions bog down 
in technicalities and p e 11 y 
squabbling. Little is accom- j 
plished. 
This has brought urgent calls 
f r o m experienced members 
for a board training session 
such as held in previous years. 
Staff members would also at­ 
tend. 
If that’s needed, so, too, is a 
review of EOC administrative

procedures to provide better 
direction and coordination. W. 
Robert Lomax Jr., EOC execu­ 
tive director, may have taken 
a step in that direction by pro­ 
posing at the last board meet­ 
ing that the Marin City Target 
Area Board of the EOC' be giv­ 
en autonomy, 
Lomax disclosed that $30,000 
was being spent annually for 
staff in Marin City, although 
no program, was being operat­ 
ed from that office. 


A LIGHT MOMENT in an 
otherwise rigorous session of 
the state legislature occurred 
when a resolution was intro­ 
duced naming a freeway for 
President Richard M. Nixon.

Thanks Due Marin Boards 


For Playing Fair On Debts 


Governing boards of Marin County 
and its cities, past and present, are 
due the thanks of the county's tax­ 
payers for playing fair in accruing 
public debts. 
We say this because of a recent re­ 
port by the California Taxpayers' As­ 
sociation showing that Marin is one of a 
minority of counties in which there is 
n o 
outstanding 
lease-purchase 
or 
joint-powers debt of cities or county. 
STATEWIDE, according to figures 
drawn by the taxpayers group from 
those filed with the state government 
(for the first time, under a reporting 
law e n a c t e d three years ago), lease- 
p u r c h a s e obligations of cities and 
counties as of June 30 totaled $840.- 
313.745. D e b t s under joint-powers 
agreements t o t a l l e d $182.121.798. 
This made the t o t a l under both of 
these methods — neither of which re­ 
quires voter approval— about $1.2 bil­ 
lion. The total debt of c i t i e s and 
c o u n t i e s incurred through voter- 
approved general obligation bonds was 
$276.855,258 — or less than a fourth 
that which had been put upon the tax­ 
payers without their authorization. 
The public debts of Marin County 
and its cities were listed as totaling 
$4.054.194, But all of this was in gen­ 
eral obligation bonds. 
Of 26 counties whose debts were 
listed by the taxpayer association, only 
eight had no obligation incurred with­ 
out voter approval. In all but one of the 
others, such debts e x c e e d e d those 
which the voters had authorized. 
Some of the figures are startling. 
LOS ANGELES COUNTY and its 
cities, with over half the total debt of 
all cities and counties in California, 
owed $424.217,966 on lease-purchase 
contracts, $82.261,798 incurred under 


joint-powers agreements, and o n 1 y 
$13.895.953 in bond issues authorized 
by the voters. 
Among the counties where the “es­ 
cape route " of lease-purchase deals 
has been taken to avoid voter turn- 
downs of bond i s s u e s is Sonoma 
County. As of June 30. it and its cities 
owed $6.623.540 under such arrange- 
m e n t s and only $819,354 in voter- 
approved bonds, the t a b u l a t i o n 
showed. 
LEASE-PURCHASE is the familiar 
installment buying plan applied to gov­ 
ernments. Since a governing body can­ 
not i n c u r debt upon its successors 
without voter approval, it arranges for 
a “non-profit corporation" to build or 
buy what it wants, then leases back the 
facility with the lease payments apply­ 
ing to the purchase price. Financing 
costs are much higher than for bond 
issues. 
Under a joint-powers agreement, 
two or more public agencies enter into 
a joint arrangement to build or buy, 
with payment to be made through rev­ 
enue bonds — with the revenue often 
coming from taxes. Again, costs are 
higher than for g e n e r a l obligation 
bonds. 
SAN A N S E L M O is one city in 
Marin that has used the lease-purchase 
system. It did so to build a second fire- 
house and to acquire the Sorich Park 
acreage. But both of these have been 
paid off — through taxes. 
Except for that lapse. Marin's city 
councils and its county board of super­ 
visors have played fair with the tax­ 
payers, avoiding debts which add to 
the tax rate without asking the voters 
to authorize a bond issue. 
All of us should be grateful that 
they have done so.

Approximately 13 m o n t h s 
ago I had a family move in 
next door to me at 854 Estan- 
cia Way, Santa Venetia. They 
were placed there by the fed­ 
eral leased housing program. 
They did not have garbage 
service for the entire time 
they lived there except the 
first week. 
Garbage piled up along the 
side of their house, which is 
just a few feet from my back 
door 
and 
kitchen. 
Although 
myself and 
other neighbors 
called the health department 
many times and i n f o r m e d 
them of the situation, nothing 
was done. Once in awhile they 
would burn a few sacks of gar­ 
bage and although this too is 
against the law, again nothing 
was done. 
When they finally did move 
out on July 2. they left the 
house in 
a filthy and des­ 
tructive condition. This is the 
third home these people have 
been evicted from because of 
this. 
Thousands of dollars have 
been spent on this one family, 
so I feel that the small sum of 
$27.50 to pay for the service to 
clear up a condition that was 
created by them is very little 
to ask. 
How a family where both the 
husband and wife are working 
at a job paying an average 
salary can qualify for federal 
leased 
housing 
or 
another 
give-away program is beyond 
me.

NEW YORK - The long, 
difficult — perhaps impossible 
— process of unraveling the 
M i d d l e East tangle begins 
here this week. Any of a thou­ 
sand and one accidents can 
blow up the Israeli-Arab talks, 
and yet an undercurrent of 
hope is part of the atmosphere 
as the two sides prepare to 
meet. 
It is hope if only because so 
much turns on this encounter. 
If a Middle East settlement is 
eventually achieved within the 
framework of the United Na­ 
tions, the world organization 
will be greatly strengthened. If 
the talks fail, the sagging sta­ 
tus of the U.N. as a peace­ 
keeping agency will be dealt 
another blow. 
In the great 
glass hive on the East River, 
it will be hardly more than an 
international bureaucracy per­ 
forming certain housekeeping 
chores on the periphery of the 
world scene. 


ON ANOTHER and equally 
important level, the peace ini­ 
tiative launched by the Nixon 
administration is a test of the 
world climate. The belief has 
grown for some time that the 
Soviet Union wants to damp 
down the cold war and find a 
base for coexistence with the 
West. Motives are mixed, with 
the cloud of Red China and its 
700 million people and the ca­ 
pacity to fire a rocket with an 
H-bomb warhead foremost. 
Moscow’s interest in coexist­ 
ence may be an illusion. But 
officials both in Washington 
and the U.N. are convinced 
that 
the 
Russians 
want to 
avoid a confrontation in the 
Middle East that could lead to 
a showdown. Should the two 
super-powers, standing c a u- 
tiously in the background, ex­ 
ert their influence for success 
in the talks, it will be taken as 
further evidence of the desire 
to ease tensions everywhere. 
THE MAN in the middle of 
the seesaw in all this is a dip­ 
lomat of great skill and essen­ 
tials of caution and strict im­ 
partiality. As the United Na­ 
tions mediator, Gunnar J a r­ 
ring knows more about the 
Middle East dispute than most 
of 
the principals. 
He went 


through it once before, moving 
about the Middle East capitals 
as peace-maker with a persist­ 
ence in the face o f repeated 
rebuffs that brought him close 
to physical exhaustion. 
It will take the patience of 
Job and the self-effacement of 
a saint. These are qualities 
Jarring 
h a s 
demonstrated 
again and again during his ca­ 
reer. 
ONE FACTOR western dip­ 
lomats count solidly on tiie 
side of success. That is the 
conviction that Egypt’s Presi­ 
dent Gamal Abdel N a s s e r 
wants peace. A strong motiva­ 
tion, 
according to 
informed 
sources, is Nasser’s desire to 
get rid of the 10.000 or more 
Russian technicians and pilots 
in Egypt and, in effect, to re­ 
gain his independence. 
These same knowledgeable 
sources believe the interpreta­ 
tion widely put on Nasser’s 
19-day stay in Moscow just be­ 
fore Egyptian acceptance of 
the peace proposal was incor­ 
rect. He was reported to have 
had his arm twisted by bis 
Russian partner determined to 
bring him to the peace table. 
In any event. Nasser took 
the step that brought down the 
hostility of Syria. 
Iraq and 
c o m m a n d o units and their 
leaders so powerful in Jordan. 
This fierce hostility, growing 
out of the passion of the dis­ 
placed Palestinians and the 
three wars in which Israel 
triumphed, poses a continuing 
threat that can shatter the 
talks even before they get off 
the ground. 
ON THE OTHER side of the 
balance sheet is the quiet in­ 
fluence of the American who 
has had most to do with bring­ 
ing 
about 
ihe Middle East 
talks. Sec. of State William P. 
Rogers gets the highest marks 
here for engineering the peace 
initiative. He a c h i e v e d the 
seemingly impossible in per­ 
suading the Arabs of his sin­ 
cerity. At the same time, be- 
g i n n i n g with his “ even- 
handed” speech of last Decem­ 
ber. he has constantly tried to 
r e a s s u r e Israel that there 
would be no change in the bal­ 
ance of military power.

ment to the U.S. Constitution 
to which the House of Repre­ 
sentatives has g i v e n what 
might be termed snap endorse­ 
ment. The suspicion is dawn­ 
ing in many quarters that un­ 
der the proposal the fair sex 
might gain equality and lose 
protection. They’re not so sure 
that the net result of that is on 
the plus side. 
The 
subject 
is 
a 
mighty 
touchy one for a mere male to 
expound upon, of course. He’s 
probably biased to start with 
and bigoted to end with. But it 
does seem that Congress, (if 
the Senate follows the House 
lead) is going on record in fa­ 
vor of a constitutional amend­ 
ment without a 
very clear 
grasp of what it might mean. 
IN ALL SERIOUSNESS, it 
seems to be by its very nature 
a sword that can cut both 
ways. If it extends to women 
such privileges as are accord­ 
ed to men. one must not forget 
that it must extend to men the 
privileges accorded to women. 
Do we hear some bass-voiced 
huzzahs, for instance, on not­ 
ing 
that 
wives 
might 
find 
themselves liable to pay ali­ 
mony to a wronged husband? 
Or be held equally responsible 
for the support of children in a 
broken home? 
How about the draft? May 
the courts not rule that she is 
subject equally with the man? 
There’s ample modern prece­ 
dent for that, of course, nota­ 
bly as in Israel. But is that 
what the gals really want out 
of the amendment? 
BUT THESE are incidents. 
It must be recognized that 
there is a whole broad spec- 
t r u m of possibilities. 
How 
would 
it 
affect the 
myriad 
laws among the states in such 
matters as child custody, fam­ 
ily relationships, divorce, sep­ 
aration. age oi consent, bas­ 
tardy and so on 
Furthermore, 
the 
man. 
if 
present, traditionally has been 
head of the house and society 
has imposed upon him, and 
him alone, sole family respon­ 
sibilities and public responsi­ 
bilities of the most fundamen­ 
tal nature. How good is the 


gamble that the courts will not 
hold that the amendment, if it 
becomes 
law, 
releases 
him 
from this unique role? True, 
there may be major erosions 
already in some phases of pub­ 
lic welfare, but they’re not the 
national pattern. 
A BIG T H R U S T of the 
amendment, it is recognized, 
is its aim of ending discrimi­ 
nation against women in em­ 
ployment. Whether this partic­ 
ular amendment is the best 
way to do that may be open to 
very serious thought. 
Women 
of 
more 
militant 
temperament who have been 
pushing the amendment drive 
successfully so far claim that 
30 million women now working 
desire equality more than pro­ 
tection, and this is the way to 
get it. 
Maybe so. Maybe so. Few 
persons would deny that there 
has been assorted discrimina­ 
tion. But the gals are likely to 
find that they can't have their 
cake and eat it too. 
WE W O U L 1) HOPE that 
they, and the legislatures to 
which the proposal 
appears 
headed, will put in a lot more 
consideration than the amaz­ 
ing one hour of ordinary de­ 
bate which the House used be­ 
fore (pardon the expression) 
passing the buck 
We are not saying that nega­ 
tive action should be taken.

Since its inception five years 
ago, the Marin County Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity Council — 
the county’s official antipover­ 
ty agency — has struggled 
with operational woes. 


Staff turnover has been high 
and policy and program guid­ 
ance from EOC directors has 
been weak. 
Coupled with these difficul­ 
ties is a mind-boggling flow of 
revisions in federal programs 
and policies into the EOC of­ 
fice in San Rafael. 
The result is chaos, and staff 
members quit in frustration 
over federal restrictions and 
over intra-office disputes and 
lack of coordination. 


THE MOST outward sign of 
trouble, however, is the con­ 
duct of meetings of EOC di­ 
rectors. Because many of the 
members lack experience in 
parliamentary procedure and 
training in the goals and op­ 
erations of the federal antipov­ 
erty,effort, sessions bog down 
in technicalities and p e t t y 
squabbling. Little is accom­ 
plished. 
This has brought urgent calls 
f r o m experienced members 
for a board training session ( 
such as held in previous years. i 
Staff m embers would also at­ 
tend. 
If that’s needed, so. too, is a

The sum m er p r o g r a m in­ 
cludes half a m orning of aca­ 
dem ic activities and the other 
half filled with crafts such as tie 
dying, p o t t e r y and jewelry- 
m aking. 


“ It’s not m uch but it’s som e­ 
thing for kids who have never 
done any.hing like this before.” 
Y archin said while leading a 
te a r of the cra fts room . 


Gone, too, is m uch of the per­ 
m issiveness which m arked Ju ­ 
venile Hall in form er years and 
shocked grand juries annually. 
“ No sm oking” signs printed 
by the youngsters are in evi­ 
dence everyw here — and are 
strictly enforced both for the 
youthful inm ates and the staff, 
who are a l l o w e d breaks to 
sm oke outside the presence of 
the youngsters. 
“ We got rid of the sm oking 


g r a d u a l l y . ” Y archin said. 
“ F irst we quit buying cig arettes 
for 
the 
youngsters, 
then 
we 
stopped th e ir being brought in 
and finally we forbid anv sm ok­ 
ing. 


Why? 


“ F o r a very sim ple reason — 
it's ag ain st the law for persons 
under 18 to sm oke,” Y archin 
said. 
Although

the older buildings at the hall 
is still either in a state of dis­ 
repair or nonexistent (a budg­ 
et request 
was denied 
this 
year), the rooms are clean.

“ The youngsters do all the 
cleaning up h ere,” Y archin ex­ 
plained, 
and 
“ they 
are 
now 
being held accountable for any­ 
thing they break or destroy, a 
change from the p ast.” 


Juvenile hall inm ates are sup­ 
plied with clean clothing when 
they en ter the hall, and under 
Y archin’s direction, a new out­ 


look has tak en place even on 
this subject. 


“We just got a whole bunch 
of new tennis shoes and we're 
going to get the boots off the 
boys,” he said. “ They mark 
the floors and besides, they’re 
a 
lethal 
weapon.”

ex­ 
plained. 


As for hygiene, the superin­ 
tendent feels th a t th at has to be 
'taught in an unobtrusive m an­ 
ner, such a s during sports pro­ 
gram s.

r e c e i v ed from the Juvenile

Council Closing Rift 


Mill Valley’f planning com­ 
mission and city council, on the 
verge of a rift over divergent 
decisions, narrowed their com­ 
munications gap last night. 


They laid the ground work 
for improved communication 
amidst reminders that their 
decisions will determine the 
kind of place Mill Valley will 
become. 


The meeting came in the aft­ 
ermath of commission ire be­ 
cause the council had rejected 
Its recommendation for cluster 
development in Alto Bowl, a de­ 
velopment which had posed for 
the city the question of how- 
much density it would allow the 
developer in return for open 
space. 
Mayor George E. Wickham 
said although the council didn't 
always agree with commission 
recommendations, it did have 
confidence in the commission. 


Planning Commission Chair­ 
man Robert E. Burton said 
the commission was seeking 
‘•to develop 
more 
trust in 
each other and a better and 
more 
orderly 
p l a n n i n g 
process.” 


Commissioner Edward Far­ 
rell wondered how there could 
be ‘‘an orderly p l a n n i n g 
process” when the council over­ 
turned “in one, two or three 
meetings” what the commission 
had worked on for 18 months. “I 
feel this is putting planning in 
the political arena.” 
Councilman Robert H. Andre­ 
sen challenged the assumption 
that “the city council summari­ 
ly overruled decisions of the 
p l a n n i n g commission.” The 
council has “agonized long and 
hard over every decision,” he 
said. 


Concerning 
t h e 
political 
area, Andresen commented: 
‘•We are more directly re­ 
sponsible and perhaps more 
keenly feel the pressure of 
public opinion.” 


Councilman Jerome C. Hauke 
explained that in making deci­ 
sions he weighed the advan­ 
tages to the city, in the cases of 
increasing density, he weighed 
what the city would get in re- j 
turn. 
Commissioner Sally Garoutte 
felt there was a tendency on the 
part of the council “ to preserve \ 
what we have, the way we have 
it.” 


Wickham said he has seen a 
lot of changes in Mill Valley 
and observed that the city has 
**a lot of environments” and 
each 
area 
“has 
a different 
look.” 


Andresen said his aim was the 
preserving of a “semi-rural sit­ 
uation'’ in Mill Valley. “I'm 
trying to avoid urbanization of 
this community.” 
Commissioner Ivan S. Poutia- 
tine spoke of the relentless pop­ 
ulation increase, which he said 
will “act on our little commu­ 
nity.” and “we can’t shut them 
out.” 
Une man said that Mill Valley 
could end up as an all-white, 
wealthy community, but “there 


are poor people, black people, 
old people and young people, 
and they all have to have a 
place to live.” 


Farrell said the commission 
“ in a limited way” has the 
power to make decisions that 
will determine who will live in 
Mill Valley in 10 years. 


In response to a call by Far­ 
rell for planning studies, Wick­ 
ham said: “ I think the planning 
commission is a better planner 
than someone you hire from San 
Diego or Seattle." 


Commissioner Paul E. Ro­ 


senthal felt that the “ startling 


differences” between the com- 


I 
mission and the council might 


have come about because the 


council didn't have sufficient 


documentation or sufficient in­ 


formation about the commis­ 
sion's reasons. 


Andresen said he was both­ 
ered because the materials he 
r e c e i v e d from the planning 
commission didn't include the 
planning staff report. 
Farrell said the present meth­ 
od of measuring density, by 
dwelling units, was clumsy and 
didn't accurately tell the impact 
of the density on the commu- 
: nity. 


Mayor Wickham summed up 


as steps that would improve 
communication, a c o m m o n ; 


definition of density, improved 


use of liaison representatives 
between the two bodies, and 
council 
receipt of 
planning 
' staff reports. 


It was proposed that the dens­ 
ity study and the housing study 
be topics for another joint meet­ 
ing of the council and commis­ 
sion. 
The council adjourned until 
7:30 p.m. today at City Hall to 
adept the 1970-71 city budget 
and set the tax rate.
